MOSCOW (CPI) — The Soviet Union disclosed to­ 
day that Albania has seized the Soviet Em bassy and 
lour other Russian buildings in the Albanian capital 
of Tirana. Russia said the “ hostile acts” were unprece­ 
dented in international diplomatic practice.

Approximately 3,000 pamphlets will be sent 
to county industries, businesses, and profession­ 
al people. This mailing will be followed by dis­ 
tribution of 17,000 pamphlets to public and paro­ 
chial school children. 


This pamphlet is somewhat of a milestone 
for Bucks County. Of the many counties through­ 
out the state pushing for community college fa­ 


cilities, Bucks is the first to publish and distrib­ 
ute a pamphlet which tells what a community 
college actually is. 


Enlist Support 


Distribution of this pamphlet is the county’s 
attempt to fam iliarize the citizenry and enlist 
its support behind the final phases of “ Opera­ 
tion Community College.” 


Along with each pamphlet, a questionnaire 
will be enclosed. Once tabulated, sum m arized, 
and interpreted, these questionnaires will tell 


the county office two things: how solidly behind 
the movement is the community, and what kinds 
of program s should the community college of­ 
fer. 


Following this survey, a series of short but 
important steps will lead, hopefully, to the es­ 
tablishment of a Bucks County Community Col­ 
lege. 


At present only Philadelphia and H arrisburg 
have been given the green light by the Pennsyl-

High-Bodley 


The Bucks County Commis­ 
sioners have been on an econo­ 
my kick for the past several 
weeks. 


Commission 
Chairman 
John 
J. Bodley this morning said the 
entire telephone system at the 
courthouse is being studied in 
an effort to reduce a $33,000-a- 
year bill. Bodley said he felt 
there were abuses by certain 
employes and that the present 
study might reduce the bill by 
as much as $10,000. 


Bodley today had the agree­ 
ment of Com missioner Walter 
S. Farley at the board meeting. 
Joseph O. Canby was absent 
because of a death in his family. 


60 Private Phones 


Bodley said an investigation 
is being conducted on the 60 
private telephones by which em ­ 
ployes are able to bypass the 
courthouse telephone operator. 


A directive has gone out, he 
said, instructing workers to fill 
out a form whenever they make 
a call, stating the time and 
place to which the call is made. 


The chairman said som e pri­ 
vate phones will be retained, 
especially those in the judge’s 
chambers and in the com mis­ 
sioners’ offices. 


Lower Bucks Exchange 


Another 
method 
of 
saving 
costs, Bodley said, will be the 
use of one exchange for calls 
to Lower Bucks. This would re­ 
duce toll calls considerably, he 
said. 


Another tightening-up practice 
evidenced this morning was the 
temporary delay by the board 
in allocating $10,000 
to

Redevelopment 
Authority for its operating ex­ 
penses. 


Bodley said the authority still 
had “ a good many thousands in 
existing funds” when the board 
went over the authority’s budg­ 
et. Bodley, 
however, did 
in­ 
struct assistant clerk William 
Frick to check on how 
much 
the authority has spent since the 
first of the year.

CAMDEN. N J. (UPI) —The 
worst accident in the history of 
the Benjamin Franklin Bridge 
occurred Sunday when four per 
sons were killed in a head-on 
collision of two cars. 


Bridge police said the impact 
Of the crash was so great that 
the engines of the two cars 
Were 
driven 
into 
the 
dash­ 
boards. 


The accident occurred early 
Sunday a short distance from 
tt\e toll booths when a car driv­ 
en by Gordon Martorano, 20, 
veered into the oncoming traf­ 
fic lanes, and crashed into the 
Second car. Police said he may 
have fallen asleep. 


Bridge 
police 
had 
to 
use 
crowbars to get Martorano out 
of the twisted wreckage of his 
car. He was pronounced dead 
on arrival at West Jersey Hos­ 
pital. 


The other three victims of the 
Accident were all riding in the 
second car. They were Craven 
L. Goodman. 39. the driver, and 
his wife, Maxine, 33 of Camden 
and Mrs. Carmel Gardner, 33 of 
Philadelphia. 


All three were dead on arrival 
at Cooper Hospital.

Hoffa To 


Take Stand 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (UPI) 
—A federal judge today halted 
further defense attacks on the 
character of a key government 
Witness in the trial of Team ­ 
sters President Jam es R. Hoffa 
on jury tampering charges. 


U.S. 
District 
Court 
Judge 
Frank Wilson told defense at­ 
torneys they already had used 
the maximum number of wit 
nesses that could be called to 
testify about the character of 
Edward 
Partin, 
a 
Louisiana 
Teamsters official who served 
as a government informer. 


Partin 
testified 
that 
Hoffa 
was active in alleged attempts 
to bribe and corrupt jurors in 
the union leader's 1962 trial in 
Nashville 
on 
conspiracy 
charges. 


Wilson told defense lawyers 
that the main issues at stake 
were the charges against Hoffa 
and five co-defendants. He or­ 
dered them to file briefs con­ 
cerning testimony of subsequent 
witnesses 
to 
prevent 
further 
“irrelevant testimony.” 


The action was expected to 
speed up the anticipated ap­ 
pearance of Hoffa on the stand.

to 
testify 
either late today or Tuesday.

Mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy en 
dorsed their unanimous desire 
for a monument in Dallas to 
her late husband, and a gift by 
the memorial committee to the 
$10 million library being built 
near the scene of the Presi­ 
dent’s youth in Boston. 


Contributions to both memo­ 
rials from residents of Dallas, 
as well as the state of Texas 
and other mourners over the 
world, began arriving at Box 
434 of the Dallas post office. 
Letters addressed incorrectly or 
simply to “ Kennedy Memorial 
Fund” were routed correctly by 
postal workers.

handled 
more than 700 such letters sent 
during the past three months 
with suggestions for the mem o­ 
rial,

than 
cash 
or 
checks. Still, a spokesman for 
the com m ittee said about $800 
was already in the memorial

Makarios’ government refused 
to comment on efforts to settle 
the crisis at the United Nations 
in New York, but Nicosia news­

There were persistent fears 
that collapse of the peace talks 
would set off new major vio­

Greek and Turkish Cypriots in 
their dispute over constitutional 
rights.
